Will Reconvene for One Day to Re­ 
ceive Governor Small's Final Mes­ 
sage— Farmers Fare Well at 
Its Hands. 


Springfield.—The Fifty-third general 
assembly of Illinois ended its labor 
at 1:10 o’clock Wednesday morning 
and adjourned until June 30, when it 
will reconvene for one day to receive 
Governor Small’s final message. 
The 
senate finished at 12:55. 
The record cf the legislature in­ 
cludes the passage of 312 tills, 48 
fewer than tile Fifty-second general 
assembly in 1921. 
More Important Measures. 
T he few bills which stand out con- 
splciously from the others in the m at­ 
ter of importance, include: 
1. 
The governor’s $100,(XX),OOO read 
bill,’ to be submitted to a referendum 
of the people at the November, 1924, 
election. 
2. 
Tile Mills resolution, known as 
the gateway amendment, which per­ 
m its two amendments instead of one 
to be made to the constitution at a 
single election, subject to a referen­ 
dum at the November, 1924, election. 
3. Senator Buck’s bill providing for 
a commission of 14 to revise the Illi­ 
nois tax laws and report to the fifty- 
fourth general assembly. 
4. 
Tile farm ers’ co-operative m ar­ 
keting bill. 
5. The O’Neil! bill providing for the 
education of crippled children. 
6. The Schnackenberg bill legitimiz­ 
ing children born in marriages con­ 
tracted under the Illinois divorce law, 
and which were declared null and void. 
7. 
Taking over of Camp Grant at 
Rockford 
for the 
Illinois National 
Guard. 
An unusually large number of in­ 
vestigating commissions were named 
in the senate and house, but they were 
practically devoid of results and in­ 
cluded : 
Insurance. 
Responsibility of state officials for 
the Herrin mine riots. 
Probe of state pay roils. 
Responsibility for the use of the 
state fair grounds for the initiation of 
a large class of candidates into the 
Ku Klux Elan. 
Child Labor Bill Beaten. 
The conference committee report on 
the bill for salaries for state officet*s 
was adopted by senate and house. 
This report eliminates 
the 
boosted 
salaries for eighteen state officers and 
increases for the tweuty-two state­ 
house watchmen. 
The Mason child labor" bill 
was 
beaten in the house. 
The measure, 
which 
would 
raise 
the 
education 
requisites for children in industry was 
lost by a 61 to 45 vote, 77 votes being 
necessary. 
During consideration of the Mason 
bill, the old question of what is a leg­ 
islative day was raised by Representa­ 
tive Lee O’Neill Browne '(Dem., La 
Salle). 
“It all depends on what the record 
shows,” Speaker Shanahan ruled. “In 
the congress of the United States a 
legislative day bas run past a calen­ 
dar day, week and month. Legislative 
days many times in this house have 
run past the calendar. 
The record 
will show th at this bill was advanced 
to third reading on June 1.8 and con­ 
sidered on Its passage on June 19. The 
gentleman from La Salle may enter 
his formal objection and the record 
will show that also.” 
Tightens Medical Practice Act. 
The last day of the session was 
marked by the passage of 
a 
new 
medical practice act, tightening up 
the 
educational 
requirements 
for 
practice. 
The osteopath bill covering 
nonmedical practitioners was beaten. 
A bill was finally passed w idth per­ 
mits a judge, under limitations, to 
send an automobile speeder to jail. 
Other 
anti-speeding measures 
were 
passed. 
Other late action on bills included 
the passage of a law perm itting m ar­ 
riages before a year after their di­ 
vorce, retroactive to legalize all such 
m anages in the past. 
These bills 
await the governor’s action. 
The boxing bill to legalize ten-round 
matches was defeated. 
Failure was 
charged to the “riot” at the recent 
Leonard-Mltehell fight. 
“While there was no outstanding 
im portant 
constructive 
legislation 
th ere were many good measures sub­ 
mitted, most of which were passed, 
and 
no 
bad 
measures 
were 
put 
through,” said Speaker Shanahan in 
looking hack over the work of the 
session. 
“Most of the bills were of local 


character—relief validating bills In tan 
m atters, school m atters, and drainage 
districts. 
Chicago sought a number 
of measures, practically all of which 
were passed. 
“Tile session passed an act sub­ 
m itting an amendment to the consti­ 
tution perm itting the submission of 
two articles to the constitution, and 
will he voted on in November, 1924. 
This is one of the im portant acts of 
the session. 
“The farm ers’ co-operative m arket­ 
ing act had the backing cf practically 
95 per cent of the country members, 
and the agricultural people consider 
it a very im portant measure. 
“The bill appropriating $55,000,000 
bonus bonds, which was approved by 
the people at the election In Novem­ 
ber, 1922, was passed and was a just 
reward to the man who gave service 
In the late war.” 
Farmers Far© Well. 
The agricultural interests 
of 
the 
state fared well at the hands of the 
fifty-third general assembly. Their pet 
measure,, the co-operative m arketing 
bill, went through with one of the 
largest votes accorded any measure. 
This bill apparently had the united 
support of tile farmers. It was backed 
by the Illinois Agricultural associa­ 
tion, which was assisted in promoting 
the legislation by the American Farm 
bureau. 
In the opinion of agricultur­ 
ists it will enable them to gain a bet­ 
ter m arket for their products and to 
reduce the cost of their supplies by co­ 
operative buying. 
Scope of the Measure. 
The m easure perm its eleven persons 
to form nonprofit co-operative associa­ 
tions to engage in the m arketing of 
the agricultural products of its mem­ 
bers and in supplying its members 
with machinery and 
equipment. 
It 
prescribes the by-laws, rules, regula­ 
tions, license and incorporation fee 
for such an association. 
Another measure of benefit to farm ­ 
ers was Hie appropriation of $1,000,(XX) 
to indemnify 
owners of tubercular 
cattle destroyed because of tubercular 
infection. 
Agricultural fairs had the approval 
of the legislature in bills appropriat­ 
ing $70,276 as state aid for these fairs. 
An appropriation of $6,000 was voted 
for lighting flagsmut during May and 
June of this year. 
This 
was an 
emergency measure. 
Agricultural College Aided. 
The appropriations to the agricul­ 
tural college of the University of Illi­ 
nois were liberal. 
Among them was 
one providing for the establishm ent 
by the university of an agricultural 
station in Cook county 
and 
appro­ 
priating $15,000 for the year ending 
July I, 1924, and $10,000 for the year 
ending July I, 1925. 
The farm ers’ institute received $64,- 
740 and appropriations were made for 
the 
Bee 
Keepers’ 
association, 
the 
State Dairymen’s asociation and the 
H orticultural society. 
The 
state 
pure 
food 
act 
was 
amended to prohibit substitutes in 
milk or milk products. The law is ef­ 
fective January I, 1924. 
The owners of sheep, cattie or 
horses killed by dogs were given pro­ 
tection in a m easure which provides! 
th at where such animals are killed by 
a dog belonging to an Insolvent per­ 
son, the owner of the farm animals 
shall be reimbursed out of the county 
dog license fund. 
Jail for Speeders. 
Sundry bills of interest to the sev­ 
eral hundred thousand autoists of Illi­ 
nois were passed by tile senate. All of 
these hills have previously received 
the approval of the lower house. 
One of these, house bill No. 327, will 
perm it the judge to jail a speeder. 
Under one or two conditions a court 
now can send a motorist to jail, but 
the power of the judge is limited. This 
bill adopts the policy pursued in De­ 
troit and certain other cities. 
Tho bill provides a fine of $5 to $200 
or imprisonment in the jail not ex­ 
ceeding thirty days, or both. 
For a 
third offense, in addition to other pen­ 
alties, the license may be suspended 
for one year. The limit at present is 
six months. 
But that is not all. 
House bill No. 
326 makes policemen officers of the 
court. 
The purpose of this bill is to 
stop 
the 
fixing 
of speeding 
cases 
through the police. 
Mrs. O’NeilTs Plans Wrecked. 
Both chivalry and defeat met Mrs. 
Lottie Holman O’Neill, Illinois first 
woman legislator, in 
the 
fifty-third 
general assembly*

how to be polite to “the lady from 
Dupage” while murdering her legisla­ 
tion.

spoonful of tomato catsup, boiled rice 
Wipe the meat, cut in one and one 
half-inch pieces, sprinkle with salt anil 
pepper and flour. 
Melt 
the butter, 
add the onions and meat and cook un­ 
til the meat is browned.

Sidedraft W asting Energy 


S idedraft 
is 
responsible 
fo r 
an 
enorm ous am ount of w asted energy in 
m any of our field pow er operations 
w ith both horse and tracto r. 
T his 
energy is used up in overcom ing in­ 
creased friction due to the resulting 
side pressure. 
B esides this, it causes 
excessive w ear on bearings of both 
im plem ent 
and 
tractor, 
and 
m akes 
th e la tte r h ard to steer. 
W ith horses, 
it forces the anim als to work a t a dis­ 
advantage by pulling a t an angle. 
Sidedraft m eans the sidew ise pull or 
force exerted on an im plem ent when 
it is being moved by a pull m aking an 
angle w ith the direction of m otion of 
th e im plem ent. 
H ence as a test of 
sidedraft, if a chain or free link in the 
hitch m akes an angle w ith the direc­ 
tion of m otion th e re is s id e d ra ft; if 
the chain is parallel to the direction of 
m otion, th ere is no sid ed ratt. 
In m any cases when the path of the 
horse or trac to r is determ ined by a 
furrow , standing grain, etc., sid ed raft 
is unavoidable. 
H ow ever, it may he 
reduced so a s to do little harm . 
It is 
reduced by decreasing th e d ra ft of the 
Im plem ent by m eans of roller bearings 
or by thorough lubrication. 
It has been estim ated th at OO per 
cent of sid ed raft troubles occur in 
plowing. 
S idedraft is often, unneces­ 
sarily increased by pulling the plow 
tow ard the unplow ed ground instead of 
ad ju stin g it to tak e m ore land. 
W hen 
using horses for plowing, sid ed raft can 
he reduced by arran g in g th e eveners so 
as to m ake th e horses work as close 
together as possible, or by th e use of 
tandem hitches it can be reduced and 
som etim es elim inated. 
S idedraft m ay be decreased—often 
to 
advantage— by 
lengthening 
the 
h itc h ; how ever, it is desirable to have 
th e prim e m over close to the plow for 
easy control, and to avoid w ide head­ 
lands. T he sw inging draw bar attached 
near th e front of the tra c to r increases 
the effective length of hitch w ithout 
m aking 
th e 
distance 
betw een 
th e 
trac to r and plow greater.

Buildings

treated weekly with petroleum floor-oil. 
Roaches, of which the most common 
is the “Croton bug,” mar Infest a 
dw elling fo r some time before being 
discovered as their habits are noctur­ 
nal. 
Because they live im dark places 
along pipes w here they m ultiply un­ 
noticed, it is possible for them to be­ 
come num erous before being discov­ 
ered. The disagreeable odor caused by 
large num bers of roaches is difficult to 
elim inate. Sw at the cockroach as well 
as the fly. 


Peach Leaf Curl 


* The disease know n as leaf curl be­ 
came serious in Illinois In the spring of 
1022. 
It Is apparent at this tim e th a t 


another epidem ic Is on this eason. Th* 
effect is m ost noticeable on the leaves, 
w hich become puffed and folded curl­ 
ing inw ard and usualy red or purplish 
in color. 
A fter a short tim e the in­ 
fected foliage falls off, in extrem e 
cases causing com plete defoliation. A 
new crop of foliage will ap p ear Ie 
case th e trees are reasonably vigor­ 
ous. 
A pplications of n itrate a t the 
first appearance of the disease will 
assist the tree in recuperating. 
Use 
from one to five pounds per tre e on 
trees ranging in age from four to eight 
years. 
Since the disease Is easily 
controlled by the dorm ant spray of 
lim e sulphur, Its presence Is proof th a t 
the trees w ere not sprayed thorough­ 
ly, or th a t th e dorm ant application w as 
delayed until the buds had begun to 
swell. 
Peach trees should he dorm ant 
sprayed In th e fall or early w inter to 
insure control of leaf curl.

Describing the bald eagles which 
make their nests on the desolate is­ 
lands off South Carolina. Herbert Ra­ 
venel Sass writes in Harper's: “There
